CX)NFKRENCE TO BE IN LONDON 



Premier David Lloyd George has 
sent a letter to both Kanionn de 
Valera, the Irish Republican leader, 
and Sir James Craig, the lister 
Premier, declaring the British Uov- 
eroment to be anxious that King 
Oeoree's appeal for reconciliation In 
Ireland shall not have ibeen made in 
vain. The letter appeals Cor a con- 
ference between representatives of 
the Government and Southern, and 
Northern Ireland so that the oppor- 
Inalty shall not be lost. The let- 
ter, which Is da/ted June 24, is 
couched In Indentical terms to both 
President De Valera and Sir James, 
except for necessary verbal Changes, 
and concludes as follows: 

"First — That you attend a confer- 
ence in London to explore to the ut- 
most every poiaibillty of aettlie- 
ment. 

"Second — That you bring with 
you for the purpose any colleague 
you may select. 

"The Ctovemment will give a safs 
conduct to All who may be chosen 
to participate in the conference. 
We make the Invitation with the 
fervent desire to end the minons 
conflict which for centuries has di- 
vided Ireland and embittered the 
relations of the people of the two 
Islands — peoples who ought to live 
In neighborly harmony with each 
other and whose co-operation means 
BO much not only to the British 
Empire but to all humanity. We 
wish' that there shall be lacking no 
endeaver on our part to realise the 
King's prayer. We ask you to 
meet us as we shall meet yon in 
the spirit of conciliation for wblch 
his majesty appealed." 

The announcement mads by Sir 
James Craig, ' Ulster Premier, that 
he must consult with his Cabinet 
before replying to the invitation of 
Prime .Minister David T-lnyd Cr«>orge 
to a conference between leaders of 
the Irish factions and the Oovem- 
ment has directed attention to the 
fact that four meml>era of Bamonn 
De Valera's Cabinet are in Jail— the 
Countess Oeorgina Marklevlcs, Min- 
ister of Labor, and Robert Barton, 
who are tfnder sentmces of penal 
servitude, and Arthur tiriflith. 
founder of the Sinn Fein, and Prof. 
John McNeill, President of the Sinn 
Pein Volupteers, who ' have been 
held since last autumn witbout 
charges having been preferred 
against them. The opinion was ex- 
pressed in high Sinn Fein circles 
that president De Valera would re- 
quest sii opportunity to consult 
with them and that should Sir 
James Craig's Cabinet consider a 
general meeting of the Northern 
Parliament members desirable De 
Valera wonld demand the same 
right as regards the Dall Kireann 



and a«k for the release of all Its 
Imprisoned members. In both ofR- 
clal and Sinn Fein clrclee De 
Valera's acceptance of Lloyd 
George's inviUUou is regarded as 
probable. 

Cardinal Logue told an inter- 
viewer Tuesday he would regard 
any overture from Premier David 
Lloyd George with extreme caution 
and reserve. He did not believe 
and could not see, he- said, how a 
mere I'ersonal meeting between 
Eamonn De Valera and -Sir .lames 
Craig could do much. He -regarded 
the situation, however, not without 
a glean', of hope, because the Rrit- 
ish Ministry m^i.st be involved di- 
rectly and comiiletely by tho pro- 
posal. The Primate strongly advo- 
cated the attendance at the confer- 
ence ot Arthur Griffith, whose 
views, he thought, would be ot 
great value in the proposed negok- 
tiatlons. 

In the event of Bamonn De 
Valera accepting Prettier David 
Lloyd George's Invitation to visit 
London for a peace conference, It 
Is altogether probable that the Do- 
minion Prime Ministers now in 
London will be invited by the 
British Prime Minister to partici- 
pate In the negotiations. 

According to cabli-gra ins receivpd 
Tuesday assurances reached the 
British Oovernment from Itfi agent,^ 
In Ireland that Eamonn De Valera 
win accept Premier Lloyd George'^ 
Invitation for a peace conference. 
Thi* la not based on any ofllclal or 
unoffietal reply from De Valani. 
who declines to say anything until 
he haa consulted the Dall Bireann, 
but a consensus of what appears 
to be Sinn Fein sentiment. If the 
reply Is favorable Lloyd George, De 
Valera and his colleagues, and Sir 
James Craig, Ulster Premier, will 
probably gather in the hifitoric Cab- 
inet room at No. 10 Downing .street 
or at St. James Palace. The meet- 
ing WDu'ii be private. Dominion 
Premiers are practically unanimous 
that De Valera will accept. Several 
Of the Dominion minishters who 
were seen had been led to under- 
stand that King George had more 
to do with inducing Lloyd George 
to take this bold step than had any- 
one else. 

Bamonn De Vaitera, the Irish Re- 
publican leader. Is not yet ready to 
give a definite answer to Premier 
Lloyd George's letter Inviting him 
to a conference for an Iri.^h settle- 
ment. He has briefly n-plit d 'o the 
Premier, however, expressing the 
earnest deelre for a lasting peace, 
but deems unity of Ireland essen- 
tial to that end. The Irish Bulletin, 
organ of the Dall Bireann; in a spe- 
cial Issue publishes De Valera's re- 
ply to the British Prime Minister. 
It is as foVIows: 

"I am consloting with such of 
the principal representatives of our 
nation as are available. We most 
earnestly desire to help In bringing 
about a lasting peace between the 
peoples of these two iHlnmb; but 
see no avenue by whic!. n • be 
reached if you deny Ireland essen- 
tial unity. Before replying more 
fully to your letter I am seeking a 
conference with certain repiresenta- 
tlves of the political minority in 
this country." 

The proposal of Premier David 
Lloyd George for a conference in 
London on the Irish question be- 
twieen representatives of Southern 
and Northern Ireland and the Brit- 
ish Government Is Impossible of ac- j 
ceptance In Its present form. This 
declaration Is made by Eamonn Pe j 
Valera. the Irl.sh. Republican lead-^ 
er. to Sir James Craig, tho Ulster 
Premier, in reply to Sir James' 
notification that he can not meet' 
De Valeni in a preliminary confer-' 
ence in Dublin. j 

All four Southern Unionists. Earl 
Mldleton, Sir Maurice Bockrell. Sir' 
Robert H. Woods and Andrew 
Jameson, have accepted De Valera's 



iarvitatiota for a conference at the 
Mitnsion House In Dublin on Mon- 
day, which presumably will form a 
prelude to a further reply by De 
Valera to jhe Britlab Prime Min- 
ister.

Heartbroken, suffering from the 
Iiersecutions heaped upon him by a 
fickle populace, knowing like hie 
Divine .Master "what was in man," 
Dante, "the central man 01 tho .Mid- 
dle Ages," one of the supreme rep- 
resentatives of world-literature, 
died St Ravenna, . lUIy, September 
14, 1821. His native city of Flor- 
ence, where he saw the light ot dv 
In May, 1266, and which misunderx 
stood and persecuted him daring 
life, was not to have him In the 
hour of death. But time heals 
many wounds. The fierce enmity 
begotten of poltllcal strife has died 
awny. The hitter contest between 
Guelph and Ghibelllne, In which 
Dante sided with the former, be- 
longs to history. But the fame of 
the Florentine seer haii Increased 
with the cenfuries. And on Sep- 
tember 14 of this year a world will 
do him reverence. In Italy the 
plans for the celebrations include 
the ornamentation of Dante's tomb, 
the rearrangement of the MedUeval 
Museum, the restoration of the Da 
Polenta Chapel In San Franceseo. 
and of the adjoining hall containing 
the Dante relics at Ravenna. 

This man who had eaten the 
bread of sorrow, who !s called the 
voice of th.> fen silrnt centuries, 
passed the best part of his life In 
wandering from o;ie city to another, 
and died a broken-hearted exile. 
.\nil \e( few of Italy's distinguished 
sons are now honored like the 
author of the "Divlna Commedla." 
Greatness Indeed does not consist 
In worldly splendor and In the 
plaudits of the city's throng. M 
consiRt« In the moral perfection of 
character. Dante perfected his 
ChTtgtlur character on the niodel 
presented him by Jesus of Nssaretb. 
Seeing him. a straiiirer ui>on their 
streets, the rliildpi; i. iiiiling their 
finger at Iriii, u iiispci i i| : "There 
goes th'> iM.in w!io !i;is been In 
hell." It lias been well said that on 
the title-page of his book he might 
have written these words. "That 
which mine eyes have seen of an- 
guish, that which my ears have 
heard of woe, that ot agony which 
my heart has felt, I describe nato 
you." 

The "Divine Comedy" Is sn undy- 
ing work because It presents a mes- 
sage of supreme Importance to all 
men at all times. As Dr. Hettinger 
says, "the Divine Comedy stands 
pointing toward heaven like a ca- 
theilial of the Middle .\ges. tower- 
ing above all similar works of later 
date. It will always remain 

the masferwork of deep, spiritual 
Insight Into the meaning of human 
life. ... Its fundamental idea 
is the solution of the great, etemaU 
only problem of life — the delivery 
from evil, and the final beatifica- 
tion In God. Nor is such unstinted 
praise bestowed only by Catholic 
.'ommentators. "No book," says 
H. W. Mable, "ever swept a wider 
field of thought, or Imbedded itaalt 
more completely In historical Incl- 
ilent and character: and yet no 
book ever Issued more directly out 
of the life of its writer." 

Dante belonge<I to the fiuolph or 
Papal or popular party of Italy In 
the Middle Ages. They were op- 
posed to tba Gbibellines. the Im- 
perial and aristocratic party. Ho 
therefore experienced the bitter- 
ness of political strife. He knew 
what sour disappointments lie In 
wait for him who champions the 
canse ot political and social Justice. 
But he was not moved by self-seek- 
ing or ambition. He sought the 
Kood of his faction-torn Florence. 
And though he was driven Into 
exUe, yet now, ae we look back 
over the centurlee which havo 
healed the scars of battle, we see 
that he achieved the victory. The 
slogan of Dante In the fierce OOU- 
fllcts Into which be was urged, was 
"Justice and Charity." These vir- 
tues helped him to interpret the 
experiences of his marvelous vision 
ot hell, purgatory, and heaven. 
Dante Is the poet of Catholic the- 
ology and he cottid III aftord to lose 
sight of these two queenly virtues. 
On the gat<'s of hell he saw w^rltten 
the line: "Justice the founder of 
my fabric moved." That Is. divine 
Justice requlreft that there must be 
such <i place as this for the tm- 
repentant sinner. 

Dr. Gardiner say* that "kimiwlf 
the victim of persecution and la}u*- 
tice, burning with seal for the 
reformation and renovation ot the 
world, Dante's impartiality is. In the 
main, sublime. He is the man (to 
adopt his own phrase) to whom 
Truth appeals from her immutable 
throne. Imparllality. truth. Justice 
and charity — these will Infallibly 
heal social evils today ami mifde 
mankind to the patii of lasting 
peace. But few theio are who are 
deeply penetru'ed :ind inspired by 
the all-healing virtues. The "Di- 
vine Comedy." one of the supreme 
masterpieces of the world's litera- 
ture. Is the moe-t eloquent spology 
for the perennial need of these vir- 
tues ampng earth's sorrowing chll- 
dntt.

Within the last year the Irish 
people bare been Basoesod more 
than 136,000,000 in Amerteaa 
money at the present rate ot ex- 
change for personal and property 
damage in twenty-one counties and 
four boroughs. The assessmsnts have 
been made against them by Brlt- 
Ixh judges in Ireland and a large 
percentage represents the amoun.t 
awarded Black and Tana for In- 
juries and alleged Injuries received 
in conflict with Irish Republican 
troops. According to the British 
lav under which the awanls are 
made they must be paid by the xnte 
payer* in the particular district in 
vkleb the alleged personal or prop- 
erty damage oocarred. While the 
British jndgee continue to make tke 
awards the Irish people continue to 
refuse to pay them and ao far their 
efforts have been ^successful. 

In County Meath the total awards 
made last year to wounded Black 
and Tan« amounted to nearly J5,- 
000,000. while in County Down 
about one half that amount wap as- 
sessed aaglnst the rate payei.s The 
awards in cy)unty Sllgo have been 
larger than those In County Meath 
The awards in County Cork have 
passed the |16,000,00d mark, while 
In Roscommon they have reached 
doae to $1,000,000. Other conn 
ties have not suffered such enor 
mous awards because of the faoO 
that military actlvitlM haire not 
hen so frequent In \\ie\r counties as 
In other parts of Ireland. One 
Black and Tan constable was 
awarded $5,000 because he lost a 
part of his mustache In a conflict: 
fnother was awarded $7.. 1 0 0 he- 
eauee he testified that he had been 
kidnapped by the Irish forces and 
held captive over night. His nerv- 
ous system w«a shattered as a re- 
sult, he said. The IHsh Repub- 
licans had no record of hie being 
captured. He had forgotten where 
H happened.' 
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
